Well Carried Out 


Cape Haytien, June 2—Special—Commodore Schley's 


assault upon the forts at Santiago was more than a reconnois- 
sance. It proved to be a well planned movement to weaken 
the forts protecting Cervera's refuge in the inner harbor, and 
succeeded beyond expectation. 
Morro castle is a ruin, ut 


terly worthless for purposes of defense, while several of the 
lesser fortifications have been dismantled . The work of the 
early week has .opened the way for an entranc e to Santiago 
bay. where Schley may engage the Spanish ships without 
danger of much interference from the shore batteries.

Likely to Be Hutened. 


Washington, June 2.—For the flrst 


time since the beginning of hosttlltlct) 
there appears to bo something In the 
nature of an official statement of the 
plan of campaign of the United States 
government. This is contained lu a 
letter of Secretary Alger to the speak- 
er of thu house, transmitting certain 
recommendations and statements of 
Qen. Ludlow, which disclosed the pur- 
pose of the war department to send 
70,000 men to Cuba, 20,000 to start at 
once, and the remainder just as soon 
as they can be mndo ready for depart- 
ure. 
Then there was an estimate for 


establishing electrical communications 
In connection with the army "In Cuba, 
Porto HIco and the Philippines," show- i 
Ing for the Jlrst time ofllclally an Im- 
plied Intention on tho part of the gov- 
ernment to land troops In Porto HIco. i 


Of course all these movements have 


been anticipated by the press, but' 
nevertheless a strong element of doubt 
existed, and therefore an oillclal state- I 
ment of the government's purpose, 
made even In this Indirect fashion, ere- ' 
ated a profound sensation here. Tho i 
three are to go together, Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, and pass into ' 
the military occupation of the United 
States troops. 


Inasmuch as the secretary says that 


tha second contingent of troops Is to 
go forward ns sobn as they can be pro- 
pared a good deal of Interest attached 
to an order that .was made Tuesday at 
the war department providing for tho 
organization of the 75,000 additional 
Toluntcers called for. The order of- 
ficially established the statement here- 
tofore made In these dispatches that a 
large proportion of the new men are to 
bo used to fill up the existing rogl- 
mcntH of volunteers, which are, in 
most cases, deficient In numbers. It IB 
to be presumed from this order that 
the volunteer regiments collected un- 
der the first call will be detained un- 
til they are filled up In this fashion, so 
that the order 1ms some bearing upon 
the plan of campaign. 


The statement from Madrid, In what 


seemed to bo almost seml-ofllclal form, 
of the acuteness of the financial strin- 
gency there and the plain Intimation 
that the Dank of Spain, and conse- 
quently Spain, was nearlng the end of 
Its financial resources was regarded nt 
the state department as o£ more real 
significance than many of tho stories 
ot battles on land and sea that hnvo 
been coming over tho cables for the 
last few weeks. The effect of this no- 
tice may bo to hasten the operations 
against Porto Rico lest tho prize slip 
from our grasp through a sudden and 
unexpected termination of the war.

Omaha, Neb., June 
2.—From

ed the electric spark which communi- 
cated the energy to the shafting of ma- 
chinery hall, and amid tho tumultuous,

hundred bands and the waving of ilaga 
the wheels began, to turn.
